DWARF ASTER 


REFLECTIONS ON 1935. 


Probably no event in the Nursery during 1935 was more of a surprise 
than the first one of all.Coming as it did,at a time when we are always 
all on edge,waiting for a certainty of Spring before uncovering the 
beds,it started the season off with a feeling of "All’s well with the 
world” that helped to gloss over later disappointments. 


In 1934,we had no good place left,in which to plant out our stock 
of CHRYSANTHEMUM AMELIA.We had wintered it,under the best of conditions, 
thru the preceding hard season,outside.But when we finally planted out 
the little cuttings,they went into wet cold soil,in an infertile part 
of the Nursery,and tho they grew well all summer,we felt we were wasting 
the straw when we covered them up in December.So heavy was the demand 
for cuttings last spring,that one day before the ground thawed,we went 
out and lifted the cover from the bed.Every plant was in perfect 
conditiopntHastily,we put a frame about it,covered it with sash,and 
banked it up,and shortly we were making cuttings from it.There is a 
vitality to this charming little Mum that will carry it thru the average 
winter without harm,Growing only about 15 inches high,it is ideal for 
the front of the border,all summer.it will begin flowering in August, 
sometimes,and in spite of hard freezing,there were good looking flowers 
on the plants,at Thanksgiving.In October,our beds were a mass of pink. 


Speaking of Chrysanthemums,naturally turns us to the new KOREANS. 
A&A close personal friendship has kept us intimately in touch with the 
best developments in them.And from this has come a chance to test them 
here for hardiness and satisfaction,even before they were widely offered. 
We have wintered them outside,both in our own warm loam,end on colder 
heavier soils.The original set of singles,perhaps the most charming of 
all,are now low in price and available for every garden. 


In the fall of 1934,we were visiting,and we saw the new DWARF ASTERS 
for the first time.They were under the best possible conditions,and we 
were uncertain as to how they would act when just planted anywhere.But 
they were decidedly good to have,and we offered them last spring,at the 
required prices.Last fall,we were surely glad that we did,for nothing in 
the nursery gave us more pleasure nor excited more comment.The plants 
were sturdy,yet dwarf and compact under all conditions,and a mass of 
color for weeks.Prices now are at a level with other similar things,and 
they cen be enjoyed by every gardener,-as they should be. 


GAILLARDIA SUN GOD was another new plant to live up to its previews. 
We had a small bed the preceding year,which so impressed a visiting 
gardener of marked ability,that he purchased the entire lot,leaving us 
only enough for propagating.The little plants we had left,after filling 
our orders,grew into husky affairs,that sent up strong stems and flowered 
beautifully in late summer. 


PHYSOSTEGIA VIVID is a dwarf form of a tall and rather obstreporous 
perennial,that flowers in late summer.We were much impressed by the 
ability of this variety to thrive in poor,hot,locations,make a nice 
clump of stems,with snapdragon like flower heads of bright pink,several 
inches long.They come at a time when the color is appreciated,and the 
stems stand well erect,about 2 feet high,instead of sprawling. 


A very old plant gave us an extra thrill,last year.We had a long 
bed of BLEEDING HEART,planted the fall before.It came up in due course, 
flowered profusely,and continued well into the summer,as is its habit in 
our cool seasons.Next it,we filled an empty bed with plants from our 
storage,in June.In August,these were a mass of bloom,and were still 
flowering when cut down by frost. DICENTRA SPECTABILIS likes a cool, 
moist,but well drained place,and is finely at home under Apple trees,or 
along the north side of a building.Do not overfeed it,and it will stay 
healthy. ACONITUMS,either SPARK'S July flowering variety,or the later 
AUTUMNALE,are fine for similar locations,and may be planted with it.

NEW PLANTS FOR 1936. 


Every good plantsman hopes to produce now and then,something new 
and different that will enrich his customer's gardens,-and perchence, 
himself.Several years ago,we began selecting various forms of the Peach= 
bells,Campanule persicifolia.A friend saw them,end was greatly pleased 
with some double blooms.Seedlings were raised from these,and in 1933 
several plants were selected from a large lot of varied types.The hard 
winter that followed set them back,but one plant flowered strongly in 
1934.That one plant multiplied many times,and flowered agein,last summer. 
And it has multiplied many times more,so that we can offer plants of it 
for your gardens,at e moderate price.None of the others have been at all 
noteworthy.This one is impressive.Somehow,we feel that it will become 
more than duly populer. 


The blooms are a deep lavender blue,doubled sufficiently to make the 
flower of heavy substance.The growth is strong,the flower stalk being 
particularly large and sturdy,so that it does not blow over in the hardest 
storms,-a very common fault of Peachbells.From the base,up to midway of 
the stem,each central stalk carries a multitude of short wiry growths, 
each tipped with a few flowers,so that at a little distance the entire 
plant has the effect of a slender blue pyramid.And so,it becomes \ 
CAMPANULA BLUE SPIRE.Growing only about 30 inches high,it stands erect at 
all times,a mass of blue in the border,or a fine specimen in front of 
shrubs.Excellent for cutting,we have used it for baskets and tall vases. 
But it is as a sturdy garden plant,that it excels. 


More than ten years ago,an English trade paper reported that the most 
famous producer of new Pyrethrum,hed a single pink variety so fine that 
he had named it for a member of his own family,the first time he had 
ever done so.Not only was the color fine and clear,but the flower was of 
unusual size and substance,and the plant vigorous and hardy.It was very 
productive,and in the cool English summers would flower almost continuously, 
The stem was strong and erect,making it fine for cutting,and rarely to 
be broken down by heavy storms. 


A year or two leter,we imported under F.H.A.regulations,about 50 
varieties of Pyrethrums,from Kelway’s.When finally received,after infinite 
delay,and considerable expense,all were dead byt three sorts,and only a 
few of these were alive. EILEEN MAY ROBINSON was one of the three.At 
first it seemed they would not like our conditions,but after sulking for 
a couple of years,they began to improve.Eileen May has proved her worth, 
for this variety has increased many times faster than the others.And as 
we were not permitted to sell these plants until we had a good stock,we 
naturally grew as meny as possible.ror two years past,our beds have been 
a sight for blooms.Many a plant has been begged of us,now that they can 
be sold.We offer them at this time,and believe no one else can do so. 


Of the other newcomers to our list this year,we have to speak in 
part from heresay."irst of all is GYPSOPHILA OLDHAMIANA.We have some 
strong plants from seed,but they have not flowered.Cut sprays of this 
pink flowered Baby's breath were shown before & meeting of the New york 
Florist's Club,last summer,and excited much favorable comment from that 
critical group of florists.Grows to a large size,like Bristol Fairy. 


CHRYSOPSIS MARIANA is another newcomer,a tall growing plant of the 
Composite group,with lovely rich yellow flower heads,like hardy asters,in 
August and September.It is native to New York and New Jersey,south,but is 
herdy here,on the light dry sandy soil that it likes. 


IRIS DICHOTOMA,the Vesper Iris,blossoms only in afternoon,end in 
August.Very different from other Iris,it grows to three feet high,the 
slender leaves in a spreading fan,and the flowers produced in tall spras 
lasting but a short time,but opening several so that there is always a 
show.These fragrant blooms are like jewels in their emethyst lavender 
coloring,streaked with rich brown.Hardy in central Vermont,and likes a 
fully sunny spot.We like this Iris very much,end have enjoyed it for a 
year before offering it.

VIOLAS AND VIOLETS. 


If we were so minded,it would be easy for us to submit figures like 
those of the automobile manufacturers,and others.For we have sold so 
many Violas end Violets in the past years,that if they were planted six 
inches apart,in a straight row,they would certainly reach from ‘here’ to 
"there',-and perhaps further.he logicel assumption is,then,that there 
is no small flower with so much of a hold on popular fancy,as has the 
Pansy,and its kin.And it is further assumed that,cost considered,there is 
no better way to establish these plants,than from small pots,as we sell 
them.We find,in our own fields,that these little plants get away to a 
quicker blooming start,are more likely to continue thru the summer,and are 
a satisfactory size for successful wintering,when fall comes.After one 
year,the clumps should be ditided,anyway,except with the fragrant violets 
which send out runners,and do not require it. 


The vogue of the Viola,which is a truly perennial plent,as differing 
from the biennial Pansy,may be traced in good part to the introduction 
of JERSEY GEM.Before thet time,the writer and those who sold Violas at 
all,were in the habit of growing plants from seeds.Most of them did not 
differ greatly from Pansies,save that they were self-colored.Mr.Weston 
who produced Jersey Gem,taught us to propagate Violas after the English 
method of rooted suckers in early spring,or in midsummer.That way not 
only gave us beds of perfectly even colored blooms,but gave us the fine 
tufted plant habit,and the continyal free flowering which distinguishes 
the truly good Bedding Violas. Jersey “em was and still is the finest 
lavender blue flowered Viola ever produced. 


Jersey Gem soon was commonly grown,and many seedlings were raised 
from it.Among the first was WHITE JERSEY GEM.This variety has all the 
good ftatures of its parent,but the color is a pure white.We find it to 
be slightly more permanent than Jersey Gem,end to flower even better in 
its second summer. 


Then came JERSEY JEWEL,a deeper reddish purple bloom,somewhat round, 
and a fine midsummer bloomer.PORTLAND GEM,a slaty blue,which is more 
attractive in contrast than one would believe possible.Later still have 
come larger forms of Jersey Gem,with the same good habit of growth, but 
with larger and more pansy-like flowers.Of these,the best we have found 
is ROYAL GEM,a rich purple sort. 


Great interest in Violas led us to obtain from England,the two sorts 
considered best,there,-MAGGIE MOTT end MOSELEY PERFECTION.While not so 
certain to flower in midsummer as the American group,they have perfect 
plant habit,end flowers of great size.There is certainly no pale mauve 
Viola or Pansy thet can equal the two inch wide blooms of Muggie Mott. 
And the pure yellow of Moseley is likewise unequalled. 


Sweet or fragrant Violets,tho not so showy are so attractive in 
earliest spring,fdr picking,and the dark green luxuriant foliage so fine 
for carpeting slightly shady spots,as under shrubs,that the demand for 
them is only slightly less than for the bedding types.First on the list 
come the common BLUE and WHITE,both of which we found growing in an old 
Vermont garden.These are almost surely,true V.odorata.We already had the 
fine English raised pink sweet violet,ROSINA,which will flower heavily in 
spring,and again in late summer and until frost,for us.A natural sport 
of the blue and white from the same garden,is CHARM,which has large 
white flowers,on excellent stems,flushed with lavender,and flowering in 
spring,and again in late summer.and we have a fine strain of the tre 
DOUBLE RUSSIAN,which flowers only in spring,with fully double blooms,on 
short stems,but so intensely fragrant as to perfume an entire garden, 
from but a few clumps.Last of all the giant SINGLE RUSSIAN,fragrant long 
stemmed flowers as fine as the florists varieties,fully hardy,end with 
a fine crop of flowers in fall,on newly set plants.This is best of all 


for carpeting,because of its strong growth.

LITTLE PLANTS FROM SMALL POTS. 


For several years past,this first offering of our plants for the 
coming season.has been largely devoted to very young plants,which have 
been propagated during the late winter and spring,as is our habit for 
nursery planting.snd ths there are less of this size offered then in 
the past,it is not because we are not convinced of their value,but rather 
that we have found that certain things do not meet with a heavy demend. 
Indeed,letters from customers,aend our own observations have convinced us 
more firmly that these little plants affer a wonderful velue,especially 
where the plant is new and rare,permitting the wider distribution of it 
at prices within reasonable means.Moreover,these little plents are much 
more likely to be easily planted,and made to live.They will generally 
flower during the first summer,usually later then is their regular habit, 
thus prolonging the season. 


Those we have to offer at this time,fall naturally into two groups, 
one for the Rockery,the other larger and more showy things for the border. 
And among the plents for the Rockery,none meets with larger favor than the 
popular CAMPANULA MURALIS,more properly called Cumpanula PORTENSCHLAGIANA. 
It makes a rounded tuft of neat foliage,above whicn on short stems rise 
the blue purple flowers.Because of its naturally smsll size,this is an 
ideal plant for handling in small pots,end the cost is much less. 


ANDROSACE SARMENTOSA makes a rosette of gray leaves,much like a 
Sempervivum-From this rosette,in May,rises a four inch stem,with a dainty 
umbel of deep pink flowers.Leter,it sends out long threadlike runners,at 
the tip of which is formed another rosette,to increase the plant.Because 
of this runnering habit,it is a difficult plant to sell from the field, 
and the single rosettes,potted,offer a very fine way to obtuin it.closely 
allied is DOUGLASIA VITALLINA,sometimes called the yellow flowered 
Androsace.It makes a tiny tuft,about 2 inches high,and when happy will 
attain considerable diameter. 


We have had several different forms of the Alpine Aster,some of them 
not proving too hardy.A pure white type persistently killed out.A true 
form has increased so that we have fine field clumps.dAnd of e form that 
is called ASTER ALPINA RUBRA,and which has brighter flowers than the type 
tho distinctly not red,we huve a fine lot of little plants,potted in the 
fall,and wintered in a frame.They will flower,we expect,and then increase 
to make fine clumps.It has been reliably hardy here. GLOBULARIA NANA is 
another plent making a neat low tuft of foliage,and carrying small round 
flower heads,like tiny globes.Of this too,we have plants divided in fall, 
and well established in small pots,to flower this spring. 


ANEMONE SEPTEMBER CHARM is so fine a thing,in September,with its 
neat six inch high plant,and the absurdly large pink flowers above it,that 
it is worth planting each year.It will winter on well drained soils, but 
do not disturb it in spring,as it is slow to start.New plants,grown from 
root cuttings,can not be had in good shape before May. 


We have three new THYMES,@11 with variegated leaves.The SILVER form 
is entirely prostrate,and is very cool looking and attractive.The GOLDEN 
variegation is available in two types,one prostrate,the other growing to 
a height of some six or eight inches.These are both showy,tho not loud. 


POTENTILLA TONGUEI.Lest year,we found to our sorrow,that this plant 
dislikes to grow in cold weather.With summer it made up for lost time.We 
propagated it last fall,and have some splendid clumps,in 2 inch pots.Makes 
a fine ground cover for a hot dry place,and is covered all summer with the 
yellow flowers,with their attractive reddish eye. 


All these for the Rockery.For the border,we have some fine little 
plants of VERONICA LONGIFOLIA SUBSESSILIS,in 2" pots,all winter.You'’ll 
be surprised what a clump they’1ll make,and what ea wealth of the fine 
dark blue flowers they’1ll give you,next August.With them,we have the fine 
pink form of Torrey’s Penstemon,PINK BEAUTY.Scarce for some time,we shall 
have e fine lot in small pots,this year.

Many a letter comes to us here,and more than a few of them deal 
with plants for the Rockery.Each person has a personal choice,each 
section a family of plants that is best.Naturally,we try those that we 
do not know,and we get a lot of fun at times from finding several different 
names for the same thing,as we did last year with ACTINEA HIRBACEA. 

This midwestern netive has been called one of the finest Composites for 
the Rockery,we had it lest year and it grew well under our conditions 
flowering profusely in spring,large yellow small rayed daisies on eight 
inch stems,and again scatteringly in midsummer and fall.The narrow,hairy 
leaves lie close to the ground,and the plent increases readily,tho not 
to become a pest.We had it sent us as TETRANEURIS during the summer. 


If we expressed @ personal choice,our vote would go to the little 
CAMPANULA BELLARDI MIRANDA.It can be so very green,when happy in 4 bit 
of cool loamy soil,even in hot weather.And above that attractive small 
green foliage,there comes in midsummer when they are needed,countless 
multitudes of tiny bluebells,like little tubes with one end closed.Not a 
deep blue,but a porcelain blue,and produced one after another for weeks. 
We find it best if divided regularly,just as soon as the flowers stop. 


Primroses,like Violas have a special appeal to most of us.And in 
spite of the wealth of varieties no available from all over the world, 
not one has the love of every gardener,as does the POLYANTHUS.While 
not truly a plant for the dry Rockery,being best in rather moist soil, 
they fit into almost any gerden picture.Our own strains of Primula 
polyanthus have been selected for color,and are either largely yellow, 
or else in varied shades of red.In addition,we were able to obtain,last 
summer,some stock of the true HOSE-IN-HOSE PRIMROSE,in a pure yellow 
shade.The flowers are doubled,with the extra petals forming a perfect 
bloom, protruding from another flower.Lest of all is a stock of the hybrid 
Polyanthus called PRIMROSE LODGE,with deep crimson flowers in umbels on 
six inch stems.Any of these,in good clumps,will flower the first season. 

Among the native Violas,the Birdsfoot Viola,V.PEDATA,is so very 
different,and so attractive as to win our vote.It grows well here in 
@ slightly acid sandy loam,without particular care.Need not be very 
moist,nor fertile,but we are convinced it needs an acid soil. 


There are few shrubs small enough to be suitable for the little 
Rockery.DAPHNE CNEORUM will do,however,for while it does attain quite 
a good size,if it becomes so happily established as to take over the 
entire Rockery,it would not be too large.So,-make allowance for that 
when you plant,for you'll never take it out.This Dephne likes 4 soil that 
is mildly acid,over limestone rocks.It will grow in acid or neutral soils 
but not in lime.It prefers to send its roots among stone chips or rocks, 
but as we have neither,it grows well in our open fields,in sandy loam. 
It is necessary to protect the evergreen foliage against winter sun,and 
the drying spring winds,with straw,excelsior,or an evergreen bough,held 
by pushing the sharpened end into the ground.Don't baby it,for it is fully 
hardy.It only needs a little shade and protection against drying sun and 
wind,both winter and summer to reward you with its fragrant pink flowers 
almost from spring to fall. 


Cabbages? No,MEGASEA LIGULATA ROSEA,its attractive red brown leaves 
making a bold clump of foliage all season.The pink flowers in stout 
branching recemes,eppeer in Mey and June.Unusual,and hardy in moist soil. 


Among the Ferns,our choice would be the EBONY SPLEENWORT.It likes to 
grow in fairly open locations,along limestone ledges.In cultivation, it 
grows readily in slight shade,and its perky,erect,blackstemmed fronds 
alweys attract attention. 


ASTER ALPINUS delights us in spring,with blue daisies on eight inch 
stems.%e have at last gotten a strain that is winter hardy,and have grown 
our plants by division so that we trust we have kept the hardy character.

SPECIAL VALUES FOR 1936. 


Very many times,when one wants to get a4 large mass of color in some 
spot,the cost of the needed quantity of fully grown plants makes the plan 
an expensive one.And sometimes,too,such ae planting is not successful,for 
the plants that do grow strongly crowd the wesker ones,making an exaSper= 
ating loss,besides ultimately spoiling the effect.We believe that it is 
often better toset a smaller plént,end more of them,for this effect. 


For instance,with Lily of the Valley,which is so fine for massing 
under trees.In such 4 location,if the roots ure close,and the ground at 
all dry,clumps will dry out before becoming established,and because of 
the check of moving,do not flower for several years.Strong single buds 
such as ere used for forcing,are the best for such locations.They are 
easily plented,are inexpensive,will almost surely establish readily as all 
old excess root has been discarded.Feed and water them a bit,and they'll 
surely flower,the following year. 


Have you ever seen a roadside lined with the Butterfly Weed,or 
ASCLEPIAS TUBEROSA,in late June and thru July? The brilliant orange flowers 
have no equal for color at that season,and ere excellent for the front ¢ 
shrubs or evergreens.The butterflies love them.In order to have blossoms 
the first year,transplanted three year old roots should be used,so there 
will be no tap root.We have them.and we also have many fine one and two 
year old seedlings,at a price that makes possible the planting of large 
quantities without undue expense.You can scarcely hope for flowers on 
these the first year,but if happily placed,they will flower next yeer. 


GYPSOPHILA BRISTOL FAIRY is another one of those plants with ao root 
just too big for the average garden.Heavy field grown plants,if they 
become successfully trensplanted,will flower well the first year.Our one 
year old,own-root,and pot-grown plants usually flower during august of 
their first year,and heavily each year after that.It is almost impossible 
to lose them in plenting,as they make an excellent ball of roots. 


Gypsophila always reminds us of POPPIES,for we like to plant them 
together,letting the heavy midsummer foliage of the one cover the bare 
spot that Poppies always leave efter flowering,when they die down.Poppies 
plentec in spring,are usually only casualties,But we have several sorts 
dug and stored in our cellar,and these can be planted in spring with 
very good success.Other varieties will be available in July,as usual. 


From June until well into fell we enjoy our bed of GEUM HELDREICHI 
SPLENDENS,as much as anything we have.Under this name the variety has 
been familiar to us for at least fifteen years.Yet botanists hesitate to 
agree on it.Geum borisii seems identical,and is highly praised.Our Geum 
does not grow rampantly,but makes a fine tuft of foliage,secure against 
insects,to serve as an edging for the border,or as a rockery specimen. 
The first flowering is profuse,-brilliant orange-red,open cups,an inch 
across.There follows a scattering bloom all summer.Bright,showy,not too 
tall,end absolutely hardy and sure to grow. 


~~ For four years we have hed ASTER FRIKARTI,and es yet we have not 
succeeded in getting enough plants ahead to permit offering field stock. 
However,each year we have planted out a number of the smell cutting plants 
that we have offered,to serve as stock plants for another séason,and we 
have always had plenty of flowers,so that you can count on good bloom 
from the little potted plants.This Aster has no equal,the silvery blue 
flowers excel any other variety in grace and cherm. 


In our shade bower,in ordinary moist loam,slightly acid,we have not 
hed the slightest trouble in flowering or keeping the finest of all our 
native orchids,-CYPRIPEDIUM SPECTABILE.Of course a plent of deep cedar 
swamps,can't be made to grow in full sun,end on dry stony soil.But in 
any cool slightly shady place,it does finely.wie have some very fine 
plents,some in storege,athers in beds in our fields.We'd be glad to 
tell you more about them,and their culture.

ABOUT LILIES. 


Probably because we are so interested in them,it has seemed to us 
for several years past that more and more space in the gardening press is 
being devoted to Lilies.anyway,since the Regal Lily became known,interest 
in all Lilies has increased. 


We grow annually,many thousands of Lilies,many of which find their way 
to a garden home thru the hands of other nurserymen.Visitore here sre 
always surprised to note how few blooms we actually have.You see,we are 
Lily growers,not simply Lily handlers.We start with the seed,the scale,or 
the bulbil,and grow the bulb on from that start,until it is lerge enough to 
flower,when it is sold.That accounts for the few blooms we das plane that 
is the reason that right now we have literally thousands of Lilies on hand 
with very few flowering size bulbs to sell.Once before,we Sffered small 
bulbs,and a great many were sold,since which time we have continued to hear 
of both the successes and the failures.Perheps a4 word of advice,may help 
you to succeed with the small bulbs we are agein offering. 


These small bulbs,if handled as we do them here,are lerge enough to 
make growth certain the first yeer,and they should flower in the second 
summer.But that doesn't mean that you can plant them where they are to grow 
and forget them,to the mercy of weeds,and strong perennial plant roots.No 
indeed,instead you should make a bed,-ours ere 4 feet across,in good rich 
loam,moist but well drained.Do not manure it the year that you plant it,if 
it needs fertility add some bonemeal and tenkage,or even a good chemical 
mixture,a 4-8-8.But avoid decaying material,unless it is thoroughly rotted. 
In this bed,open trenches with a hoe,across the narrow way,to the full 
depth of the hoe blade,or more if the bulbs are those of Lilies like the 
Regal,which grow to good size.Set the little bulbs upright,J-4 inches 
apart,at the bottom of this trench,so that they will be about that same 
depth in the soil.Push in the soil with the blade of the hoe,and tamp it 
thoroly,using the blede,and then open enother trench across the bed,at the 
width of the blede,or about 6 inches apart.If the soil is light,use a 
board ecross the bed to stand on,and to compress the soil.It a heavy clay 
loam,do not pack it enough to do more than avoid air pockets.after all 
are planted and labelled,simply keep weeds down,being sure that you do not 
misteke the first slender green leaves of the Lilies,for grass.That is all 
save watering during the hottest summer weather,which should be a drenching 
at night.In sections with hot summer sun,it will be best to plant in beds 
which have a.skeleton framework about them--not s close board frame--and 
then use lath recks,for shade. 


Do not dig the bulbs until the tops dry away.This will be from 
August to late October Ge pending on the Man toby Dre carefully,do not expose 
to drying,cleen off all disease scales,save all possible roots,and plant 
at once,if possible,where they are to flower.Permsnent planting should be 
at a depth of 6 inches or more,for all Lilies we offer,save the Madonna. 


It is good culture to soak the bed of small bulbs,after planting,with 
freshly made Bordeaux Mixture,and to spray the growth once a week so long 
as new foligsge appears.After that every two weeks is enough.Much more can 
be written on this point,as on all phases of Lily culture.If you care to 
write us of your particular problems,we will do Sur test to edvise. 


No one soil grows all Lilies well.It may be made to do,by the proper 
care end change,so that ell will survive or even thrive in good culture. 
But without this extreme care,certsin verieties will thrive in one spot 
and in another garden a few hundred yards away,they will utterly fail. 
Light sandy loams,especially if slightly acid do best the Tenuifoliua, 
Amebile,Concolor,Cellosum, Philadelphicum,Csnudense,Superbum,Grayi end 
Pardelinum. Regeals,Cendidums,Fenryi,Sergentise,the Martagons and Hensoni, 
so better on heavier loams. The Western Lilies have not been very eesily 
grown in the EBest.With all of these,no matter what the soil,sun,or shade, 
good drainege is essential.Moisture they must have,but it must never 
stand on them.
